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Trustees Approve Successful TV and 
New Tuition Rates Movie Actor Re-visits Avila 



At their November quarterly 
meeting, the Avila Board of 
T rustees approved the College’s 
1987-88 operating budget in- 
cluding new tuition, room and 
board rates for next fall. T uition 
will rise $400.00 for full-time 
students to an annual rate of 
$5,100.00. Part time evening 
and weekend credit will rise to 
$110.00, part-time day credits 
will remain at $130.00, and 
Graduate tuition will rise, $10.00 
to $160.00 per credit hour. 

For full-time students, the 
Guaranteed Tuition Plan will 
save them a minimum of $330.00 
over the next two years if they 
are sophomores, and a min- 
imum of $730.00 over the next 
three years if they are Fresh- 
men. The plan must be signed, 
and the premium of $470.00 
paid before December 19, 1986. 
More information is available in 
the Student Life Office. 

Room and Board rates in the 



fall of 1987 will include local tele- 
phone service as a standard fea- 
ture of each room. This will save 
most students the expense of 
installation and monthly charges. 
Any long distance service may 
be used with the new phone 
system. The increase in room 
and board includes the cost of 
the phone service and will be 
limited to $200.00 for returning 
students, and $400.00 for all 
new students. A double room 
for the year will cost $2,400.00 
next year for a returning stu- 
dent and $2,600.00 for a new 
student. 

The differential room and 
board cost for returning and 
new students was established 
to minimize the increase in 
costs for students presently 
attending Avila, yet bring the 
room and board charges in line 
with current costs and charges 
made at other area colleges.

When Avila students return 
from their much anticipated 
Christmas break, they should 
see some noticeable improve- 
ments to the Marian Centre. 
Built in 1965, the building has 
remained much the same in the 
past 21 years. But for the sake of 
convenience and function, 
change is on the way. 

Tom Lease, Dean for Student 
Affairs, said that most of the 
renovation work will occur up- 
stairs. "In the front half of the 
building, ceiling tiles will be 
replaced. The ones in place 
now continually fall out due to 
things like humidity changes," 
said Lease. Also on the way are 
new, more energy efficient light- 
ing fixtures that will be controll- 
able and brighter for students 
who may study in this area. 
Track lighting will be added and 
used for special presentations 
or programs. 

The fireplace in the lounge 
will be removed. "The fireplace 
is not functional and is of poor 



design,” commented Lease. 
Furniture in thisarea will remain 
as it is now, but will possibly be 
rearranged. 

One of the most radical 
changes will be the extension of 
the northwest wall to the end of 
the building, creating two new 
offices. Lease said this will help 
to centralize offices for student 
needs. The entire floor will then 
be covered with wall-to-wall 
carpeting. 

The project is being financed 
by part of the student activity 
fee. Thirty-five dollars of the 
forty dollar fee is used to finance 
student activities, with the 
remaining five dollars used for 
supplies for student facilities, 
such as reupholstery work and 
recreational equipment. It is 
from this five dollar portion that 
the work is being Lnanced. 

Work on rhe Marian Centre 
will begin toward end of finals 
week, December 15-19, and 
should be completed sometime 
in mid-January.

No Comfort from Washington

As the cost of education 
remains on what seems a never 
ending perpetual rise, it would 
be nice to know that the boys in 
Washington are sympathetic 
with the students' plight and are 
taking steps to help offset the 
costs with more allocations for 
financial help. Well, somuch for 
comfort. On October 17, Presi- 
dent Reagan signed his new 
Educational Financial Assist- 
ance Bill which makes it now 
harder than ever to obtain 
financial assistance. Under the 
new plan, many of the programs 
are staying the same, but who 
qualifies for them has changed. 
For instance, a student who 
used to qualify automatically 
for a loan if his family's income 
was under 30,000 a year must 
now prove significant need. 
Reagan's new bill allows loans 
to almost all students, but they 
now are more like bank loans, 
given at 12% interest and ac- 
cumulating as soon as the loan 
is taken out. 

A school such as Avila, ac- 
cording to Tom Lease, Vice 
President and Dean for Student 
Affairs, who splits their finan- 
cial aid in half, giving almost a 
million dollars a year in “free 
help” such as scholarships and 
grants and another million in 
"self help" such as loans and 
work study will be less affected 
by this new bill than some state 
schools that give out more "self 
help". 

Another change in Reagan’s 
plans has the old “I’m an inde- 
pendent student give me some 
money” students are finding ita 
no go this time. To claim inde- 



pendency now a student must 
be over24, a veteran, an orphan, 
or a student with children. 

Is this going to ever end? Is 
school going to cost $60,000 a 
year in 5 years with the only 
help available a loan at 37% 
compounding daily? Of course 
you will only qualify for that if 
you are a homeless orphan or a 
cultural exchange student with 
the Nicaraguan government. 
Well, according to Connie Utton, 
Director of Financial Aid at 
Avila, things aren’t that bad. 
Utton feels that if students 
would take more of an interest 
and write their legislators and 
let them know how important 
financial aid is, that maybe 
things would start to improve. It 
is interesting to note that Presi- 
dent Reagan signed even this 
bill only after extreme pressure 
was put on him by congress 
members who are sympathetic 
to students needs. Without that 
pressure, who knows what would 
have happened? We may have 
spent the money on a nuclear 
bombthat could blow up Russia 
67 times instead of our now 
obsolete 47 times! 

Of course things aren't really 
as bad as I make them seem. 
You are encouraged however to 
write to your local man in 
Washington, to speak with your 
financial aid peopleand pick up 
your packets for next year. 

By, the way, in an article with 
such bitter overtones I couldn’t 
leave you thinking everything is 
peachy. The packets you fill out 
every year, well they’re now 
eight pages instead of four.
